How' can you prevent accidents 
from ruining your holiday? All you 
have to do, say* the Council bi to 
follow sortie simple rules. 
First, buy a fresh, green tree. Put 
It in water outside of the house as 
soon as you get it home. If you live 
in an apartm ent, place it in the cool­ 
est spot in the apartm ent and turn 
off the radiator nearest it. Then cut 
off the bottom of the trunk on a 
slant- at an angle with the line of 
the trunk 
and stand it in one of 
the special tree holders with a water 
cup and fill it daily. 
Fasten Tree Securely 
Plain water is best, says the Coun­ 
cil. Chemicals to be addryj to the 
water. sup’>o&edly to fireproof the 
tree, have not proved to be satis 
factory. Some have made trees even 
more 
flammable 
No 
flreprooflng 
done at heme can be depended upon 
Be sure that your tree la fastened 
with wire or cord to at least, two 
points on the wall to prevent it from 
being pushed over by Junior. 
If junior is to help you trim the 
tree, reserve the lower branches for 
his contributions to the artistic ef­ 
fect. Dcj not, under any circum ­ 
stances, use cotton or p«j>er for 
decoration on the tree or around the 
tree 
Watch Out fur Tinsel 
Get your Christm as tree lights out 
of storage well In advance. Do it 
now. says the Council. Look over the 
wires and examine each socket care­ 
fully If the socket is broken, if any 
of its parts appear to be* loose, if any 
bare metal is visible where the wires 
enter the socket, then cut th at sock­ 
et out of the string and replace it 
with a new one. 
If you use metal foil ’‘Icicles," 
avoid the possibility of a short-cir­ 
cuit by being careful not to allow 
the metal to come in contact with 
any lighting sockets or fixtures. 
D ont 
attach 
too 
m any 
light 
triage to one outlet. A blown time 
is the signal of a dangerous over­ 
load Be sure fuses are the right size 
and never use a penny in a fuse 
socket 
Don’t use lighted candles on the 
, Christm as tree or with other decora­ 
t i o n s Place the tree well away from 
a fireplace or any other location 
where it is exposed to .sparks or 
strong heat Also keep tissue w rap­ 
pings away from heat. 
On Christm as m orning, provide a 
large basket, box. or carton for the 
gift wrapping removed 
from 
the 
presents. 
Remove 
the 
wrappings 
from the room as soon as possible 
after the gifts have been opened. 
Other prevention hints are pro­ 
vided by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. They add th at it is a 
good idea to provide a switch some 
distance from the tree, rath er than 
a plug, for turning the electric lights 
off and on; not to leave tree lights 
burning when no one is home; in­ 
spect the tree to see whether any of 
the needles near the lights have 
started to turn brown If so. change 
the location of the lights W hen the 
needles start faling, it is a good idea 
to take the tree down and discard it.
